GOOD BOOK WEEK 
December 4-9 


This may be made the most important week of the year 
in the growth of library influence. It is intended to emphasize 
the good books for Christmas gifts for children but it may 
at the same time emphasize good books for any Christmas 
exhibit. 

Read “Some of the results of Safety First Juvenile Book 
Week” by Franklin K. Mathiews, Chief Scout Librarian, in 
The Library Journal for October 1916, page 733. 

Here are some of the suggestions which have been sent in. 

Have a good exhibit with as many recent attractive books 
as possible. 

Work with your local bookseller. See if he will have a win- 
dow display of books approved by the library. Some libraries 
have sent assistants to the bookstores during the holiday 
season to advise customers about books. Offer to send him 
orders if he will promise to attend to them promptly. If he 
is not trustworthy or if you have no bookseller take orders 
yourself. But do not order any books before you have received 
the money to pay for them. 

See if your local paper will print news of the exhibit with 
short lists of books. If you have any sort of exhibit which 
will make a story so much the better. 

Interest the women’s clubs and such organizations. Per- 
haps a committee would send representatives to the library 
to help explain the exhibit to visitors. This, of course, would 
have to be carefully if not prayerfully arranged as the wrong 
person would ruin the exhibit. 

“Experience in promoting Safety First Juvenile Book week 
has demonstrated that it is easily possible to persuade the 
ministers to preach on the importance of children’s reading. 
They too would doubtless be sufficiently interested to make 
mention of Good Book Week in their weekly calendars.” 

The Good Book Week was started by the Library Commis- 
sion, Boy Scouts of America, 200 Fifth Av., New York City. 
It was a great success last year partly because libraries as- 
sisted in advertising it. Any promoting of this good cause 
brings more to the library than it can possibly take from it 
in work. 

The Booklist would be glad: to receive reports from any 
librarians telling of the success or failure of experiments 
in this week. We would like to have some definite informa- 
tion to use in working for the cause next year. 

It is too late to have orders for the Books boys like best 
filled now but it was published in the Publishers’ Weekly, 
241 W. 37th St. New York City, for October 14. It may 
be possible to buy copies of the lists but not with the library 
imprint.
